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AESTRACT 

This specialized bibliography is intended to fill a 
definite student need to the scarcity of literature on this topic. 
Total entries number about 128 and are limited to materials in 
English available at the University of Pittsburgh. Two main sections 
of the bibliography are: 1) Education in Korea, and 2) Korean 
Studies. Cited in the former are book annotations, journal articles 
government documents, pamphlets, research studies, dissertations an 
reports. Journals and newspapers, and other major bibliographies are 
listed for general area studies; the entries on Korean culture are 
arranged by subject: history and geography, general works, politics 
and economy, and literature. (Author/JSB) 
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This bibliography has been prepared 
rather hastily and out of scarcity of the 
literature (in English) on Itorea and its 
educational system for iomediate use in 
the course. Therefore, the bibliography 
is limited to materials easily accessible 
to the student. At a later date we hope 
to arrange a more comprehensive listing.
